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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 1 
and 8, Japanese 60-238202 is representative of the closest art of record. Figure 5 shows a shank 
and tip 10a, 10b, (i.e., tip and adapter) made of steel and a body portion 1 1 made of cemented 
carbide alloy, which constitutes a composite body. Note that cutters 2 are mounted in the body. 
Turning to the English abstract, the various parts have "faces to be butted are brazed to. each 
other." Claim 1 requires that the body is formed to surround at least a portion of the tip and 
adapter. Since Japanese *202 shows that the portion have faces which are butt brazed together, it 
lacks, and there is no suggestion to provide it with, the body surrounding at least a portion of the 
tip and adapter. Claim 8 sets forth a connecting member which surrounds the metal bar and 
composite bar. Since the pieces of Japanese '202 are butt brazed together, it lacks, and there is 
no suggestion to provide it with, a surrounding connecting member as set forth in claim 8.
